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SUBJECT: HHINYEY, (General) Gustave 



The files of this office contaio volisainous reference* concerning Sub- 
ject, most of which reflects nothing of a derogatory nature; however, cer- 
tain infnnration, largely consisting of unsubstantiated allegations, is 
sicmorized as folic*#*: 

A. In a report dated ±6 June 1953 from an unervaluated source 
it was alleged that Gustave UHOTYEY, a representative of the 
Hungarian national Canal ttee in Germany, was to be commissioned 
to c. -ate a political intelligence organization within the frame- 
work of the Cosnittee for Free Europe and the Hungarian National 
Committee • It was further indicated that no concrete knowledge 
of any intelligence activity on the part of Subject had yet been 
found* 

B. Reports during April ±952 indicated that .Subject, who was 
granted a visa to enter the United States on 21 November 1951# 
was denied on extension of this visa beyond the expiration date 
of 21 March 1952. The reports indicated further that Doither 
Subject nor his employer, the Rational Council fear Free Europe 
(WCFE), had been able to determine why his case was held in 
suspense. Source stated that the NCFE had pleaded that denial 
of Subject’s permit to visit the United State# would deeply 
affect the work of the Hungarian National Committee. 

C. Reports frem an uaevaluated source compiled during August 
19^9 «jd January 1950 reflect the following assertions concern- 
ing Subject: 

1, Subject was n double agent, said to have a Communist attitude, 
and was 'marked by Hungarians as a Cknrsuniet.” 

?• Subject caused great difficulties ("with regard to future 
emigration’) far Hungarians who liad fled Hungary and was accused 
of instigating delivery of thousands of Hungarian officers fran 
the Americans to the Soviets after the war, resulting in the 
death of all the Hungarians. 

3« The struggle against Subject was led by the "Hungarian 
Council in Oetmany” which functioned in Lands hut , Bavaria, 
and "enjoyed a good reputation." 
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Subject sal atil nsd contact vith (Camamlst) Bungary and 
vu said to hare received money froa there via Prance* 

5 . Infoonsatioo supposedly brought out of Hungary ' showed' 
that Subject vas active for the Soviets, although nothing 
could be done about this because "he was liked by the JUsbt- 
leans. M 

6 . Subject was in contact with one Decsoe STEHH who was in* 
volvad in easy suspicious political natters in taaleh, Germany, 
and was a convinced Crjwimtnt, 

7 * The report submitted the following as evidence that Subject 
was active for the Ccmeunlsts; Subject's fwlly (in Budapest) 
was apparently treated very veil and was able to nafcs two 111*3 *1 
trips to Munich to visit Subject, whereas the father of another 
emigre was arrested by the Soviets and held as hostage when the 
emigre fled Hungary. 

6 . It was believed possible that, for no apparent reason, 
subject i*e being torrassed (as was the practice among emigres), 
and that the American* therefore did not take many of the 
assertions against Subject seriously* The only pro o f (at the 
time) was a leaflet (sic) signed by "anti -Fascists", but be- 
lieved to be a purely Caoaunlst document* 

It is suggested that a check be made with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation for possible further Information concerning Subject. 
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
